Florence Nightingale 
Died Sunday 


At Age of Ninety Years, 


A WONDERFUL W O M A N 


The Idol of the Suffering Everywhere 


—Sovereigns and People Paid 


Tribute to Her. 


Florence Nightingale, the famous 


nurse of the Crimean War (1834-55) 
and the only woman who ever receiv- 
ed the Order of Merit, died Saturday 
afternoon at her London home. Al- 
though she had been an invalid for 
a long time, rarely leaving her room, 
where she passed the time in a halt'- 
recumbent position and was under 
the constant care of a physician, her 
death was somewhat unexpected. 


FX.ORENCB NIGHTINGALE 


was horn on May 12, 1820, at 


Florence, Italy. The story of Flor- 
ence Nightingale and the Crimea is 
well .known. At a time when Eng- 


was suffering -agony and re- 


morse because her sirik and wounded 
soldiers -were left without proper care 
in conaitions that were a deep na- 
tional cfisgrace, she, at the age of 34. 
with a band of 38 nurses, volunteer- 
ed to -go out and nurse them. 
After 


nearly two years' strenuous work, 
she returned, broken in health, to n 
long life, of quiet but remarkable ac- 
tivity, 


It was a brave, thing to volunteer 


for service Jn a strange country, and 
it was this lor which she was best 
known and honored. 
But the real 


significance of it, the character of 
this marvelous woman, and the colos- 
sal 
changes 
that 
her 
influence 


wrought in later years, are things 
not known io .all. 


Pioneer in Many Iiines 


Florence .Nightingale, the most 


womanly of women, was a business 


, woman, a "new woman," a pioneer. 
In the first place, she, the daughter 
of a landed proprietor, went to Ger- 
many to train as a nurse when the 
work of nnrsing was considered onlv 
fit for vulgar and coarse women; at 
a time when -a. woman was kept shel- 
tered in her home, she volunteered 


judgment and promptitude and de- 
cision of character." 


Made Nursing a Profession 


When her work was ever, she re- 


turned to England to do that pioneer 
work which, though not so famous a? 
her Crimea task, had results by 
which the world benefits today, and 
which \\ill last to all time—that is, 
cue creating of the nursing profes- 
sion. 
The fund of §250,000 sub- 


scribed by her admirers gave her the 
opportunity, and she devoted it to 
training and maintaining nurses at 
St. Thomas' Hospital. 
This was the 


fh-bt step. 
When she had shown the 


way, others followed, but for many, 
many years she, on her sick couch, 
was the guiding spirit of all nursing 
movements. 


Gradually the "Nightingale nurs- 


es" were appointed to other hospitals, 
where 
they 
organized 
training 


schools, and so, finally, came the hos- 
pital, military, and private 
nurses 


of today, many thousands in number. 


Thus was the great barrier broken 


down, and when the Boer War show- 
ed the need for a real corps ot train- 
ed nurses, the War Office yielded ID' 
the influence first brought to bear by 
Miss Nightingale and appointed a 
matron-in-chief, with matrons and 
over 400 nurses under her. Perhaps 
to no otner woman ever was it give-i 
to see the work she started grow with 
such success and to such proportions.

orderlies, regenerated by her influ- 
ence, worked loyally. To accomplish 
Hhis, Miss Nightingale used her offi- 
cial power, and was called the Lady- 
in-Chief.

Northumberland County sent a speci- 
men of borer found in the trunk of 
his young apple trees to Professor 
Surface with the request that they be 
named and remedies prescribed. The 
Professor replied as follows: 


"The insect which you sent to us 


chewing the bark of your apple tree 
and working into the hard wood, is 
the Round-headed Apple-tree borer 
scientific name Saperda Candida. I 
is one of the fellows that can be kep 
out by painting with white lead anr 
raw linseed oil, but after it gets in 
side it can be killed by injecting car 
bon bisulfide into its hole.
